When your telephone rings, be 
prepared. If the caller says, 
“Congratulations! You have just 
won free subscriptions to four 
magazines for the next four 
years,” your safest move might 
be to hang up. 

“Giving away” magazine sub¬ 
scriptions is a familiar ploy used 
by certain unethical magazine 
sales agencies. As with most 
“get - something - for - nothing” 
offers, there is a catch. 

To receive the “free” maga¬ 
zines, subscribers are asked to 
pay “a few cents each week for 
postage and handling.” By a spe¬ 
cial arrangement, the postage 
costs can be paid off in two years 
while the subscription will con¬ 
tinue for four years. The few 
cents add up to five dollars a 
month for two years. 

Consumers who take time to 
figure out the two-year cost will 
find that it totals $120. The same 
magazines bought at their regu¬ 
lar subscription price might cost 
less than $100. That does not add 
up to much of a “win” for the 
buyer.

i magazine subscriptions. 

A salesman may tell prospec¬ 
tive customers that they will win 
a prize if they subscribe immed¬ 
iately, although the prize is paid 
for by the high cost of the maga¬ 
zine. Or, a young salesman may 
claim to be winning points toward 
a college scholarship, although no 
scholarships are available from 
the sales agency. 

Some sales solicitors get into 
homes on the pretext of taking 
a survey to find what magazines 
the homeowner would like to 
read. After checking off a list of 
magazines, the homeowner is 
asked to sign a slip of paper to 
ensure that he will not be inter¬ 
viewed twice. The slip of paper 
turns out to be a contract to buy 
the magazines. 

CONT RACT CA NCELLATION 

In Massachusetts, consumers 
have three days to cancel install¬ 
ment contracts that they sign in 
their homes. The Legislature re¬ 
cently enacted my bill to extend 
this provision to cover cash con¬ 
tracts. 

After tne consumer receives a 
copy of the contract, he has until 
midnight of the third business 
day to notify the company in 
writing that he wants to cancel 
the agreement. 

The Consumer Protection Divi¬ 
sion of my office has taken legal 
action against many companies 
that use deceptive practices. In 
one case, the division lawyers 
listed ten illegal sales tricks that 
a company had used to sell maga¬ 
zines. The company consented to 
stop. 

But new variations and schemes 
are constantly being devised by 
dishonest firms to catch the pub¬ 
lic off guard. The best protection 
against these tricks is an aware 
and informed consumer who can 
resist a tempting telephone offer 
; in order to avoid a costly mistake.

In last week’s column, we mote | 
briefly concerning: conditions of 
encroachment and offered some 
examples of legal, moral, econom¬ 
ic and social trespass. In most of 
these cases, there was not a con¬ 
siderable amount of economic 
loss. 

This week, let’s be more perti¬ 
nent about trespass as it affects a 
loss to the entire community. This 
loss is dispersed in such a way 
that few of us feel the effects, but 
totally each year our Town ex¬ 
pends considerable for damage to 
personal and community proper- j 

ty. 

■Few of us are ever actually I 
alerted to the extent of damage! 
to our ■school buildings and school 
equipment. It is a progressive 
community which plans for inten¬ 
sive use of its school buildings 
and school equipment. It is a 
progressive community which 
plans for intensive use of its 
school buildings both during 
school session periods, as well as 
vacation time. Many of us can 
enjoy .the privilege of tennis 
courts, baseball .fields, hockey 
rinks, and basketball areas. These 
activities are supervised by one 
agency or another. “Little 
League” management raises it’s 
own funds and Town appropria¬ 
tion supplies cost of operation 
through the “Parks and Play¬ 
ground” (budget. These are con¬ 
structive enterprises. 

But who is paying for the de¬ 
structive activities that have been 
prevalent on our school proper¬ 
ties? Who pays for the vandalism 
to our schoolhouse windows and 
the defacing of school property? 
Who replaces the b&ken lights 
on our public buildings? Who 
buys the replacements for the 
many stolen musical instruments 
in our high school? Who puts the 
food stuffs back in our food lock¬ 
ers after it has been stolen? Why 
should the innocent be asked to 
pay? Is it just once a year this 
happens or is it a common occur¬ 
ence? Many of us would be sur¬ 
prised at its f requency. 

Does the blame fall on the Po¬ 
lice Dept, because thieves cannot 
be detected? Is it outsiders who 
come to our Town to vandalize 
or is it local talent? Can parents 
answer for the activity of their 
youngsters for the entire day. z

ously to aid in the crimes. 

II am not trying to play detec¬ 
tive, (because I am not qualified, 
but logically, it has to be Ideal 
talent which is involved. The po¬ 
lice cannot simultaneously be 
everywhere. They are armed 
with the law and with radio com¬ 
munication could answer com¬ 
plaints and leads in a matter of 
(minutes. Police checking cannot 
be uniform, because a pattern 
serves only to alert vandals. We 
must as observers continue to of¬ 
fer the police our assistance and 
not be discouraged when they fail 
to detect vandals at once. Detec¬ 
tion is not automatic, but it must 
■be persistent. 

What are some possible solu¬ 
tions? First, I still persist that 
parents should always be aware 
of their children entering school- 
house areas. If any youngster is 
apprehended, then they should be 
obligated to pay the full penalty.

It might also be beneficial 
economically to go back to the 
“old fashioned” night watchman 
until 1 a.m.

Anyone who receives dividend 
or interest income must give their 
tax account number to the or¬ 
ganizations that pay the income, 
according to William E. Wil¬ 
liams, District Director of Inter¬ 
nal Revenue for Massachusetts. 

For individual taxpayers, the 
number is their Social Security 
number. Persons not having such 
a number should apply for one on 
Form SS-5, which they can get 
at their local Social Security or 
IRiS office. 

The number is needed because 
business finis are required to re¬ 
port to IRS dividend or interest 
of $10 or more paid to anyone 
during a calendar year. 

Firms must also furnish a 
statement to depositors or share¬ 
holders for their records, show¬ 
ing the total payments of interest 
or dividends for the year.

ATLANTIC SALMON 
TRAPPING 

The fish trap at the Bangor 
salmon pool, Maine, has yielded 
nine Atlantic salmon in its first 
week of operation this year. The 
fish ranged up to 31 inches long 
and weighed up to 10% lbs. There 
was almost an even split between 
males and females. 

The fish will he trapped dur¬ 
ing the summer and some taken 
to the Craig Brook national fish 
hatchery at East Orland. After 
stripping this fall, the adults will 
be returned to the Penobscot Riv¬ 
er. As soon as fish passage facili¬ 
ties are completed farther up on 
the Penobscot, the fish will be al¬ 
lowed to travel a normal course 
up the river. 

It has been reported that 11 
salmon have been trapped on the 
Machias River and three taken 
by anglers, while on the Narra- 
guagus River, 22 have been 
•trapped and to date, at least 41 
caught by anglers. On these riv¬ 
ers, the trapped fish are checked, 
tagged, and released.

lections for advancement to the 
Honor Degrees of Fellowship and 
Pilgrim are made. 

The Legion of the Moose has 
experienced almost continuous 
growth since its founding. There 
are at present 169 Legions in 
United States and Canada with 
an average membership of 10 per 
cent of the Moose membership. 
Legion ceremonies are usually 
held quarterly in each jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

The Second Degree now enjoys 
the highest position of member¬ 
ship strength, respect and pres¬ 
tige in its entire history. It has 
achieved this lofty level by com¬ 
piling an outstanding record of 
fraternal achievement. 

First philanthropic project of 
the Legion was to contribute 
$6,000 to provide the nucleus for 
a herd of Holstein dairy cattle at 
Mooseheart. This prize-winning 
Holstein herd has gained world¬ 
wide f§me while also providing 
fresh wholesome milk for the 
Mooseheart children. 

Legion contributions financed 
the building of West Legion Hall 
in 1927 and East Legion Hall in 
1919 and Fez Hall in 1921, all 
residences at the Child City. It 
helped finance the founding and 
operation of Moosehaven in 1922, 
underwrote the founding of the 
Moosehaven Research Laboratory 
in 1947, and built the Community 
Building in 1949, Faith Hall in 
1953, Legion Hall in 1958 and 
Jubilee Hall in 1962, all resid¬ 
ences at Moosehaven. 

Iii addition, the Legion helped 
build Mooseheart’s House of God 
in 1950 and contributed $150,000 
to the Mooseheart High School, 
building fund in 1954. 

Mooseheart Camp Ross, a sum¬ 
mer camp for Mooseheart chil¬ 
dren near Mt. Morris, Ill., was 
made possible through a success¬ 
ful Legion fund drive in which 
more than $10,000 was raised to 
finance the construction of the 
necessary buildings and recrea¬ 
tional facilities. Almost 100 acres 
of woodland was donated by Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold Ross of Mt. 
Morris, Ill. Mr. Ross is now serv¬ 
ing the Order as Supreme Junior 
Governor. 

Officially dedicated in June 
1960, the camp now provides each 
youngster at the Child City with 
a two-week vacation each sum¬ 
mer. Legion dues now furnish the 
annual operating budget for the 
camp. 

Legion units contributed more 
than $65,000 to finance the in¬ 
stallation of air conditioning 
equipment in the new field house 
which was dedicated on the open¬ 
ing Jay of the 75th annual inter¬ 
national Moose convention in 
1963. 

The Legion is currently con¬ 
ducting a fund-raising campaign 
to finance the construction of an 
indoor swimming pool as a part 
of the education center complex 
at Mooseheart this year.

I.R.S. NEWS 
FOR THE SUMMER 


Students working for -the sum¬ 
mer, and retired persons and 
other part-time workers may be 
entitled to exemption from in¬ 
come tax withholding under the 
Tax Reform Act of 1969. Forms 
for claiming this exemption are 
-available from Internal Revenue 
Service offices in Massachusetts. 

Any employee who had no in- 
com tax liability last year and 
anticipates none for this year 
should use Withholding Exemp¬ 
tion Certificate, Form W-4E, to 
claim the exemption, stated Wil¬ 
liam E. Williams, IRS District 
Director for Massachusetts. 

For 1970, a single person who 
makes less than $1,725 owes no 
tax. This is based on the $1,100 
low income allowance and a per¬ 
sonal exemption of $625. A tax¬ 
payer over 65 can earn wages up 
to $2,350 without incurring a tax 
liability, Mr. Williams explained. 

Anyone who qualifies can fill 
out the form and give it to his 
employer to claim exemption from 
income tax withholding on his 
wages. 

Employers needing quantities 
of the new Form W--1E may ob¬ 
tain them from their IRS District 
Office. 

Schedule A (Form W-4), re¬ 
vised to reflect the liberalized 
rules that were also provided in 
the Tax Reform Act of 1969 for 
claiming additional withholding 
exemptions based on large item¬ 
ized deuotions, are also available 
from IRS offices.
